Abnormally heavy rains, 
pelting down relentlessly for 
hours, have transformed 
large parts of England into 
enormous inland lakes, the.

It is believed unlikely that the 
wound will prove fatal He is 


being sent to Nanking as rapidly | 


as possible. 

It is alao reported that Mr, 
Ferguson, who . had been held 
captive‘on a junk for some days, 
has been released by the Reds 
on the appenl of the flood 
sufferers in the region and has 
been given a horse with which 
to return Pengpu. 

Mr. Ferguson has been a. mark- 
ed, man in North Anhui since he 
has been ‘a ‘distributor of large 
sums of money in famine relief, 
The impreasion got about that he 
was a wealthy man instead of ay 
veteran member of the China 
Inland Mission and it had been 
thought that considerable  difil- 
culty would be experienced in 
securing his release. :

This in spite of the fact that 
they are asgured that nothing can 
touch the foundation of the econo- 
mic strength of the United States, 
which will eventually stage 4 
brilliant . recovery. : . 


Some obgserverg of the situation, 
believing that America’s enor- 
mous budget deficit will be -re- 
medicd and balanced somehow, 
regard the atupendous spread of 
unemployment in{ the United 
States as a far more important 
problem than finance.

Resources would be so 
managed that no part of them, 
needed by anyone anywhere, would 
lic idle or go to waste, Such a 
portrait: is admittedly Utopian.

They are not sheerly chimerical, 
Seldom fully attained, they none 
the less spur endeavour to amelid- 
rate practical affairs. They throw 
a searchlight on existing systems, 
revealing imperfect cogs and hold- 
ing up better models.

POLICE ASSAULT 


A aerles of burglaries com- 
mitted at -the residence of Mr. 
L. J. Blackburn ‘had a - sequel 
before Mr. Schofield at the Central 
Police Court this morning when 
two Chinese were charged in, 
connexion with the thefts, 

The principal offender 
chargod on - three counta of 
burglary on diferent dates anid 
algo of assaulting a police officer. 
He was accused of .brenking into 
55, The Peak, the residence of Mr.

22 and stealing a anit of clothing 
and a fountain pen, while on the 
3rd instant he was alleged to have 
broken into the premises and to 
have stolen from a drawer in the 
room of Miss Blackburn two finger 
rings, The third charge of 
burglary related to May 18 Inst, 
when his haul comprised three 
silver cups, two Drass vasen, two 
brasa cows and a rattan basket. 

The | defendant admitted — the. 
burglary charges but denied hav- 
ing assaulted the police officer, a 
Chinese detective, in Hollywood 
Road, where he was arrested 

Dealing with the assault charge, 
Detective Sergeant De. Fitehon 
snid that the Chinese detective 
was on duty in Upper Lascar Row 
on Friday last at about 7.0 p.m. 
ant anw the defendant enrrying a 
rattan basket, which was found 
to contain a silver cup, The man 
waa questioned and he replied 
that) the cup had been given to 
him by on friend. Not beings 
satinfied with the explanation 
xiven, the detective revealed his 
identity and indieated that he 
would take the defendant to the 
Police Station. 


A STRUGGLE. 


Whilst on the way, the defen. 
dant threw the detective to the 
ground and rushed down Grahant 
Street into a side Jane. The 
officer gave chase and on over- 
taking the defendant, ao straggle 
ensued between the two omen, 
during the course of which several 
blows were struck by the deten- 
dant, With the assistance of an 
Indian constable, the defendant 
was taken fo the Police Station. 

With regard to the burginries, 
the offiver said the defendant, at 
the Police Station, admitted hay- 
ingg committed them.

RESERVED POINTS 
ARGUED 


FULL COURT HEARING 


The point reserved for Full Court 
discussion concerning two of the 
three prisoners In the Victoria Gap 
Road murder case, Cheung Taze-san 
and Cheung Sau-fa, wan argued at 
the Supreme Court this morning 
before. the Chief Justice (Sir 
Joseph Kemp) and the Puiane 
Judge (Mr. Justice Wood). 

All three prisoners were found 
guilty by the jury of the murder 
of Tsang | Ting-tai, gliae Yaang 
King-kai, the 20-year-old son of a 
well-to-do Shaukiwan merchant, at 
or nenr the road leading from 
Victoria Gap Road to Pokfulum on 
February 18. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, who. de- 
fended Cheung * Tsze-nan and 
Chenng  Snu-fu, submitted that 
there was not enough evidence 
aginst his clients for thelr cases 
to go before the jury, but the Trial 
Judge (Mr. Justice Wood) held 
otherwixe, but made no note of the 
stthmission for .Full Court. aryu- 
ment, and when the verdicta of 
guilty were returned sentence on 
these two men was deferred until 
the matter had been decided in the 
Full Court. 


DEFENCE POINT, 


Mr. Fitzroy said hia first point 
would be whether the case should 
have been deft to the jury at all, 
und, if so, whether the summing- 
up and directions of the Trial Judge 
(Mr, Justice Wood) were correct, 

The Chief Justice pointed out 
that Mr, Fitzroy had not raised any 
question at the trial concerning hin 
second point, but counsel replied 
that he had given an indication of 
his Intention. 

After referring to Mr. 
Wood's notes, the Chief Justice 
remarked = Mr. Fitzroy had aub- 
mitted that there was insuflicient 
evidence to ga to the jury, and Mr. 
Lindsell said His impression was 
that the point reserved was merely 
on vt question of evidence. 

Mr, Lindsell referred to short- 
hand notes, after which he snid 
Mix. Fitzroy had stated at the trial 
that there was no evidence that 
could possibly be left to the jury. 

Their Lordships decided to con- 
fine the argument to the first point 
only and Mr. Fitzroy agreed to that 
course being taken, 


LEGAL ASPECT. 


Coltnsel went on to say that if 
a party of men went out te commit 
a felony, as distinet from a mis- 
demeanour, without ang murderous 
intent, and something: happened 
which resulted ina death, then only 
the person who caused the death 
could be yuflty of murder. it was 
patent that such had happened in 
the case under consideration, 

Suppose, he continued, there was 
a plot to detain ao person. and a 
man suddenly put a handkerchief 
round that person's neck und held 
it tight; suppose that person died 
during detention, there would be 
the act, flowing naturally from the 
detention or attempt to detain.

But, if a man stepped in and |. 


deliberately cut the person's throat, 
that would not be oun act con- 
templated by the others ‘and would 
not be contemplated or likely to 
flow. All the members of the 
gang could not be held responsible 
for an entirely different and un- 
contemplated act, as the murder 
was extrancous to kidnapping. To 
find all the men guilty of murder 
under such circunistances, it must 
be shown that there was a common 
intent to ki or.do some xet of 
bodily violence, and it  muat be 
something which naturally flowed 
from the object engaged fh. 
Counsel quoted an example in 
which «a group of men went to 
commit arson, saying that if one 
of them resorted to murdér in the 
coursé of committing arson, then 
only that one man could be guilty 


1 of murder and the others could not 


he guilty of murder, 
SEVEN POINTS. 


Mr. Fitzroy submitted that. the 
Jollawing points Were necessary in 
order for the ease to be left to the 
jury :—(1) There must be evidence 
which proves beyond reasonable 
doubt fhe guilt of the accused.

Poor 
football inevitably means poor 
gates, Evory football “fan” in an 
expert critic.

“SELL BRITISH” 


The aptitude of HIGH, the Prince 
of Wales for hitting upon happy 
and telling phrases is again illus- 
trated in his advice that the “Buy 
British” slogan should have as its 
complement another, namely, “Sell 
British.” There is more in this. 
than meets the eye. The thought 
at the back of it is that we cannot 
expect people to buy British goods 
unless we make special efforts to 
sel) them. .As the Prince so per- 
tinently remarks, what is needed 
is a well-planned and persistent 
effort to sell: British goods both at 
Home and abroad, Here we have 
a thought on which British com- 
mereinl and industrial intercsts in 
alt parta of the world may well 
ponder on the eve of Empire 
Day. The implied Jesson needs 
to be learned in Hongkong 
na much as it ‘does anywhere. 
This year's special) efforts in 
the Colony may in one senre be 
suid to reflect a recognition of that 
fact. In the past, many opportuni- 
ties have been lost. It is for our 
commercial houses to see that the 
leeway is from now onwards made 
up. : 

For more years than we care to 
remember, the point has ‘been 
stregsed that if British trade wants 
a fairy share of the Eastern 
markets, special efforts must be 
ninde to go out-after business. In 
this respect, it has to be recorded 
that British methods have In times 
past fallen far behind those of 
other nations which have realised 
the immensity of the opportunities 
in this part of the world. VW is 
an old story that business men who 
have had good connexions with 
big Rritish manufacturing —in- 
teresta have been laryely content 


to ait in their offices and let arders- 


find their own way fn, rather than 
to go out and seek contact with 
buyers. This free-nnd-easy method 
may have semved all right in the 
olden ‘days; it will not do. to-day. 
There must be: that personal con- 
tret, supplemented by social inter- 
course, Which will be found to 
achieve resnits.  Tlappily, there 
are not wanting signs that the 
truth js now being realised to an 
Inerensing extent. A greater mea- 
sure of energy and enterprise is 
evident on all handa to-day. In 
part, thin is due to the fact that 
British manufacturers are them- 
selves studying the overseas 
markets much more Intelligently. 
The reault is that there is now 
acarcely a Hno in which British 
products cannot corhpete with’ the 
output of other nations, at prices 
which, when quality is taken into 
necount, are really amazing. Thus 
with.an assurance of sultablo nup- 
plies at the right prices, local-ngen- 
cles have come to appreciate tho 
‘opportunities. -- By judicious ad- 


vertising and by going ont after 
business, they find that turnover 
enn be immensely inerensud., Ad= 
mittedly, conditions at prosent aro 
in no sense ideal: the effects of 
the world depression are atill felt. 
But, in apite of adverse factors, 
progress is being: made. Above 
all, the occasion is being seized to 
perfect organisation and to pre- 
pure the’ ground for the future: 
The process {8 one on which there 
must be no letting up if the best 
and fullest results are to be ohe 
tained. : : : 

The Prince’s appeal .to give 
youth a chance is one which might 
with advantage be tuket to heart 
here in Hongkong. Remarking: 
that if aman at thirty is not cap- 
able of taking responsibility and 
exercising authority nnd ‘initia- 
tive, there is small chance of his 
doing so’ Inter, His Royal Hiwh- 
ness urged that young men should 
be given key positional at an car, 
Her age. In six words, the Prince 
ndvisor business heads: “Recruit 


wisely; train thoroughly; trust 


boldly." Here is wisdom opitomis- 
ed. The carrying out of these 
three injunctions must achfove 
success. Butit is a necessary con- 
comitant that our young men 
should seck to merit responsibility. 
They must realise that ff they are 
to serve their firma well and ad- 
vance British trade, they must 
qualify themselves for promotion, 
always keeping in mind = the 
thought that the prime reason for 
their presence here fx to play a 
part in the furtherance of trade 
and commeree, 


ope For the Economic Future. 


Some modern Sir Thomas More, 
bent on writing a new “Utopin” 
to set forth hin ideal of 4 perfect 
world order, might well choose 
cconomics.as his theme, since the 
most burning public questions of 
the day have to do with world ine 
dustry and commerce. The goal 
of any , economic Utopin unques- 
tionably would be A world #0 
ordered that every individual 
might work according to his talents 
and be justly rewarded. Oppor- 
tunities for self-improvement would 
be unlimited. always in the | re- 
cognition that the good of one is 
the good of all, and vie¢ versa. 
Group action invariably, Would be 
directed toward promoting the 
happiness and well-being of all 
individuals ‘in the group. Each 
group would consider the effect of 
itu actos on the welfare of other 
groups. Resources would. be so 
managed that no part of them, 
needed by anyone: anywhere, would 
lie idle or go to waste. Such a 
portrait is admittedly Utopian. 
Utopias, however, have their. uses. 
They are not sheerly chimerical. 
Seldom fully attained, they none 
the Jess spur endeavour to amelib- 
rate practical affairs. They throw 
a searchlight on existing systems, 
revenling imperfect cogs and hold- 
ing up better models. Utopias arc 
seldom propounded until the need 
for reform is urgent. Necessity 
for finding ways to put the world’s 
20,000,000 unemployed to work has 
already brought forth several pro- 
posals which a few years ago would 
have been considered Utopian. 
Several international agencies are 
seeking to insure a more even flow 
of trade from areas of surpius tc 
those of famine, While the — re- 
sponse of industry to these pro- 
posal is encouraging, it gives little 
basis for expecting their im- 
medinte adoption. This is no cause 
for disturbance. Many of the 
“radical” reforms Indirectly pro- 
posed by Sir Thomas in 1616, such 
ag abolition of imprisonment for 
debt and of enpital punishment for 
theft, were slow to come, but ‘now 
are accepted practice. So there ie 
bawis-for hope that industry will 
caine to accept forms of co-opera- 
tion that will correct obvious 
defects of uncostrotled —competi- 
tion, And it must Le remembered 
that the rite of exchange has been 
greatly aceelernted. The Utopins 
of to-duy are often not many to- 
invrrows away. Fnall proposnls for

In apite of post-war 
depressions, economic blizzarda, 
and intensified industrial —com- 
petition, the masses of our people 
in this country to-day enjoy t 
atandard of comfort and a degree 
of Mberty never known ta their 
forefathers of half-a;century nyo. 
The, Uses of Leisure. 

Perhaps the best way to appre: 
ciate this tremendously important 
fact ix to contrast the realistic art 
of George Belcher and that of 
Hiogarth. | The latter dates back, 
of course, far further than a mere 
half-century, but his characteris- 
tle types strvived even till Vic- 
torian times. Though the free 
education Act of 1870 may have 
failed ubyamally to realise all the 
nmbitious hopes of its enactment, 
something has certainly happened 
to humanise the lower strats of 
society in our great towns.

Great Britain. Fifty years ago, 
for the uncultured majority | © 
ail classes, drink and debauchery 
were the main .avocations of 
existence. To-day even the poor- 
est, have many superior attractions 
offered to thelr leisure, and they 
have, even if lucky enough to be 
regularly _ employed, far more 
abundant leisure. 


Sport for All. 


Outdoor sport has ceased to be 
the prerogative of the few, and to 
an aniazing extent . become the 
hobby of the many. Even those

who do hot actively share the 
physical recreation of sport can , 
and do at least look on at it, and -, 
this is immensurably better, phy- 
sically and mentally, than Indulg-

Compared with these solid ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the masses of 
the population, the fact that top 
hats are no longer worn in the 
City, that young men and women 
wear jumpers when. riding in 
Rotten Row, ‘or that .a certain 
amall. section of human socicty in 
London haunts night, clubs and 
gyrates to negroid jazz tunes, can- 
not count at nll in the scale. 

One of the grossest crrora made 
by many people who write or talk - 
about modern Hfe is ‘to confur: 
the simian antics of ‘a, hare- 
brained few with the customs of * 
a whole people. Tho error 1s 
helped by the inevitable fact thot 
the grotesques get all the publicity 
Hmelight, while the sane, healthy 
norroals are completely ovérlooked. 
It is astonishing, if you seek care- 
fully, how many, excecdingly intel- 
gent rational, ‘and well-ordered 
people are to be found in overy 
grade of British life.

ligations in regard to foreign loans. 

The British Government has been 
informed that the present financial

MR. THOMAS’ PLEA FOR 
FRIENDSHIP 


London, May 21: 

An important statement on relo-’ 
tlong with tho Irlsh Free State was 
made in a specch 
Secretary, Mr. 
Hove ‘laat night. : 

Ho emphasised his desire to avoid’ 
spenking in a controversial spirit 
but enid that ho felt {t was duc to 
the people of Ireland and at homo 
thnt the position should be ‘made 
absolutely clear, ; 

He suid: “Here is a country 
where, after a long period of bitter- 
nesa, we had all hoped and belleyed 
that" by the treaty of 1921 a new 
ern was opened. Who will deny, 
looking back over the last 10 yenrs, 
that we have witnessed o marked 
Improvement in political relations 
between the fwe countrica and 8 
growing friendship and = under- 
standing 7° . 

“On the basis of the treaty the 
Free State has become an equal 
member of the British Common- 
wealth and the Irish Freesh State 
representatives have been in the 
fore-front in contributing towards 
the constitutiona! developments of 
these years, which have resulted in 
the establishment of the British 
Commonwealth ns we know it to- 
day asa group of nations on & 
footing of complete equality. 

“Jy all the advance made during 
that last 10 years now to be wasted 
— alt this work to be thrgwn away? 
If so It will not be through any 
fault. on our side or through any 
wish of ours,

statements I stand, But I want to 
make it absolutely clear that in 
making them ] was not basing our 
positien on any constitutional 
theory or question of status, but 
simply on the nanctity of treaties 
and the maintenance of agreements.
